Moore found the woman lying on the floor, but thinking she was 
in a fit, with which she was at times afflicted, he did not closely 
examiac her then, but went away to procure aseistance. Waea hs 
recurned he noticed that the woman was surrounded with blood, 
acd, upon touching her arm, he beo»me aware that life was extinc; 
An alarm was reised, a messesger wa: deepatohed to the polioe 
office at Stafford, and two officers were som upon the spot. The 
Geceased was lying on her fava, her head touohing the fire-place, 
and her body fa а straight position. 

An ой fal exemication revealed the fast that upon each side of 
the poor woman’s neck, just under the ears, there were two large 
jsaged wounds, apparently inflicted with an intention to sever the 
i ead from the body; while а sharp cat across the right obesk had 
+1006: eat the jaw through. Near the right arm lay a knife, and 
on the other side of the body was а large losf of bread, with ouly 
one slice out off it, leading to the supposition that the decessed was 
catting а siloe of bread at the time she was siruok. From the 
position of the body and from the fao: that there was no blood upon 
the shoulders or the breast, the pelios have come to the conclasion 
tus: Mrs. Buckley was ficst koooked do wo, and thus rendered ів.

BRITISH OFFICERS IN NEW ZEALAND. 
| Ong of our readers has kindly forwarded to us the following extract

time, aud we went out about seventy yarda into the surf, the water 
not being over waist deep Ав large waves wore rolling in, we 
had imperosptibly drifted a good deal to the left of where we had 
come іп. After some little time four of the party retarned to shore; 
myself, Lieutenant Lawson, and Lieutenant Jenkins remaining. 
We were amusing ourselves for & few minutes, when I suggested 
thet we should return. I had hardly spoke when a large wave 
came over us (you could have covered us with в tablecloth 
at the time), and I found I was out of my depth, as did 
the others I began to swim at onos, bat I found 
that I had got into a very large hole, with а strong under- 
current, which goon exhaust my strength, and 1 was 
being gradually sucked іа. I continued swimming for а 
long time, but I found I was losing my strength, being knocked 
over so continually, and also thet I was makilog little or no way. 
After some time I called out that І was unable to hold out апу 
longer, acd au officer who w:s near me, seeing шө swimming 
Spptrently strong, eaid I wae ohsffiag. You may imagine my 
feelings at this time. I continued a short time long:r, and fonnd I 
must sink, and вэ I ca!led out to this offiver I was sinking.

Lieutenant Robson (one ef our party) сате in and told me if I 
could hold on a minute he would try and save me. Не swam out, 
and got bold of one o! my hands ag І was about to eink, and with 
a groat deal of troabls, and almost losing his lifo, he pulled me out. 
He was quite exhausted, and the moment I reached land I fell 
down. ‘he other two О ег), poor fellows, were drowned. I

Neither of them could swim, and the uuder-curren: gradaally took 
them ont to sea The body of Lvwsoa was picked up in about en 
hour, but that of poor Jeakins was not reoovered for four days 
after, whoa it was washed athore.

THE YORK COLUMN, CARLTON-GARDENS. 
Сонтімотне our sketches of noted objects always attractive to the 
London visitor, we give this week an illustration of York Oclumn, 
Oerlton-gordens fibe following description of it is from Timbe’ 
4 Ouriosities of London." ‘The column was built in 1830-83, in 
memory of tbe Duke of York (4 1827). Commander-in-Onief of the 
army, and forty-siz yeare a soldier; whose statue ig placed on the 
summit.

The statue of bronze, by Bir 
Bichard Weetmacott, R.A, represents the Dake in the robes of the 
Order of the Garter. The weight is seven tons 800lbs., or 
36,4801bs. ; it was raised April 8, 1834, bet ween the column and the 
sosffolding, seven hours labour, at a cost of 400/. The column ví 
be ового from twelve to four, from May to Beptember 24, 61.

OOUNTRY SKETOHES. 
WORKS OF THE CHELSEA WATEB COMPANY. 

Ix commencing our series of country sketches for 1866, we shall 
not proceed far from the metropolis. ‘The two views on the oppo- 
posite page represent “ The Aqueduct of the Chelsea Water mE 
pany, ві Putney,” aud the “ Reservoir of the helses Water Oom- 
pary st Seething, Wells, Kingston- upon- Thames.” 

ты prar atete of the water supply of London end the impure 
state of the Thames, were for years serious matters continually 
before the public; but no remedy could ba supplied until the pass- 
ing of the “ Metropolis Water Aot" of 1852, which ordained that all 
water supplied to London from the 'L'bemes should in future be 
obtained from above Teddington Lock, where the stream is un- 
tainted by the sewage of thie vast city. Ofthe works thet have 
been established іп e»oordance with this regulation, those of the 
Ohelses Oompany at Seething Wells, Kingston-upon. Thames, are 
at once the most complete and extensive. The Асі ої Parliament 
authorising their construction was obtained in the year 1852; the 
works were completed and the water supplied to the whole of the 
company’s district in the summer of 1856. This district is & most 
important one, amd comprises Westminster, Pimlico, Belgravia, 
Knightsbridge, Brompton, Ohelses, and parte of Kensington end 
Falham. The works consist of subsiding reservoirs and filtering 
beds at Seething Wells, adjoining those of the Lembeth Water- 
Works Company, upwards of two miles beyond the tideway of the 
Themes. There is also a pumping establishment at the same place 
for forcing the filtered water into the service reservoirs, whish are 
situated on the elevated laud at Patney Heath.

the general s of the subsiding and filtering reservoirs as 
seen from the bank of the river. 

The filtered-water reservoirs at Patney Heath аге in duplicete, 
each being one and а quarter sores in extent, with en ovailable 
depth of twenty feet, and capable of containing twelve million 
gellons of water. They ere situated at an elevation of 170 feet 
above Triality high-water mark. 

The meins for conveying the water from Putney to the district 
consist of two twenty-foar-inch and one twelve-inck diameter; 
the former being із connection with the covered reservoirs, and the 
latter for conveying the water from the 4n one. These maing 
rose the Thames from Putney to Falham, by means of an elegant 
aqueduct, the use of which effords an amusing tovla for speculation 
to river exoursionists. This aqueduct is about 770 feet іп length, 
and consists of two abutments of brickwork, and eight intermediate 
piers, the openings between them varying from ninety feet wide in 
the contre to sixty feet at the sides. central opening has a 
clear height of twenty-two feet above the Trinity high-water mark, 
which height ie gradually decreased to sixteem feet at the abut- 
ments. The piers are each constructed with six cast-iron hollow 
sore piles, sunk to а depth of fourteen feet in the solid bed of the 
river, strengthened with wrought-iron ties and girders, and pro- 
tected with timber lining. The openings are spanned over by 
wrought-iron girders, — cross beams whioh sustain the 
water-pipes. The brick abutments contain the rising and desoend- 
ing pipes for conneoting the mains at each end of the aqueduct, 
with thoge laid under ground in the approaches. ‘There are several

The site of the works at Seething Wells із protected from the 
river floods (which rise occasionally to а height of twelve feet 
above the summer water level) by а concrete wall 600 feet in 
length, twenty-five feet high, and eight and а half fest thick at the 
bero.

The subeiding reservoirs are two in number, esch formed with 
sloping sides, and laid at the bottom and sides with brick- work leid 
in concrete. They cover өп area of three sores, and are together 
ospable of containing twenty millions of gallons of water. The 
filters aro constructed in daplicate, each being one acre in area, end 
each capable of filtering ten milliens of gallons in twenty-four 
hours, st the rate of about ten gallons per hour for every square 
foot of filtering surface. The medium through which the water 
percolates is sight feet in thickness, and consiste of the following 
bode of material, namsly :--А bed of fine sand, two feet nine inches 
ia thickness; seven inches of coarse sand; two inches of shells ; 
one foot six inches of fine garl; and three feet of coarse gravel 
at the surface. The several layers are formed andulating, with a 
view to facilitate dralaege and cleansing.

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BEGISTERED ТОВ TRANSMISSION ABROAD. 


Tux country will rejoice to learn that complete saccess bas attended 
the efforts of Mr Hassam to obtain the relesse of Oonsul Oameron 
and tbe missionaries who have been for more than two years osp- 
tives in Abyssinia. This important and gratifying announcement 
was made by Lord Olarendon in the House of Lords.  Intelligenoe 
has been received from Mr. Rassam dated the 7th of February, and 
stating thatthe E nperor had given him а megnidoont reception. 

Ho was not only treated with the greatest honour and attention, 
but а few hours after the first interview the Emporor ordered the 
release of all the Earopean prisoners, including the missioneries, 

and directed that they should be made over to Мг. Ressam to be 

taken out of Abyssinia. The policy adopted in this difficult 
matter, of usiog geotle mesns, and of seniing an emissary who 

was likely to conocilfate the Emperor instead of making an im- 

potent demonstration of foros, has been fully justified by the event. 

The present Emperor succeeded to the throne in 1855, and his 
attention was soon direoted to obtelning recognition and friendly 
intercourse from the Power whioa holds Lodia, and has established 
itself ia the neighboaring stronghold of Aden. A treaty had been 
made between the two countries so long ago as 1849, and it was 
ratified in 1852. Io this treaty it was stipulated that each State 
Should receive &mbassadors fron the other. The Kinperor, 

desirous to strengthen his authority, resolved to assort the rights 

thus aceured to him; bat, anfortanately, the offloar who represented 
British intereste in those regions was suddenly taken away. Mr. 
Plowden had been for many years our consul at Massowah; 
though mot ап acoredited sgent to Abyssinia, he had been 
entrusted with presents for the people in authority, and with 
these he went into the ooantry, where he remained 
taking part іп а war whioh broke out at the acces- 
sion of the present Emperor. By these means he fagratiated 
himself extremely with that potentate, and, though aiding 
to suppress а rebellion in а foreiga country is rather beyond the 
sphere of consular duties, no disapprobation appsars to have been 
expressed at home. Mr. Plowden was killed in 1860, and Mr. 
Oameron wae sent from some other Eastern post to sacceed him. 
Mr. Cameron arrived in 1862, and shortly afterwards the Emperor 
told bim that he desired to carry out the treaty made во many 
years before. Towards the end of 1862 he wrote an autograph 
letter to the Queen, requesting permission to send an embassy to 
this country. This letter arrived in England in February, 1863, 
and, for some reason or another, was left unanswered. At this 
the Emperor's wrath eppsers to have been roused, and he 
probsbly vowed vengeance on the superciiious islanders and 
all connected with them. Then оһше a quarrel with a 
missionary, Mr. Stern, who hed committed the unpardon- 
able offence of remonstrating againsi the flogging to death 
of twe interpreters. It is enough to sey that within а year after 
the Emperor hed written with his own hand to Queen Victoria, 
asking to be admitted into the pale of friendly intercourse, he had 
sont а body of troops to the missionary station, ssized the mis- 
sionarieg and Мг, Oameron himself, put them in chains, and cast 
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them into prison, Mr. Osmeron being chained continually to ап 
Abyssinian soldier. This was done in November, 1863, and from 
that time to this the unbeppy men have been in confinement, suf- 
fering every indignity, and living s life which is almost worse than 
desth. At last they have been delivered through the agenoy of Mr. 
Возот, who, an Asiatic by birth, and well kaown in conaexion 
with Mr. Layerd’s discoveries, now holds the office of assistant to 
the British resident at Aden. 
— ф—-——— 


Тнк Merquis of Olanrioarde called the attention of the upper 
house to the report of the commissioners appointed to inquire into 
the sea fisheries of the United Kingdom. He desired information 
as to the intentions of Government with respect to the convention 
entered into between this country and France, which the oom- 
missioners think should belrepealed ; and also whether it is intended 
to amend, during the present session, the Ao!s relating to Irish 
oyster beds, which had proved defective. Oysters have become 
very аомов all rcund the coasts of the United Kingdom, and, in 
fact, have entirely disappeared from many beds where they for- 
merly abounded. Several extracts were read from the report, by 
which it appears that the oyster fisheries off Jersey, which, be- 
tween the years 1855 and 1860 gave an annual return of from 
£30,000 to £40,000, have lately produced from £3,000 to £4,000 а 
year. About 90,000 tons of fish, principally large ones, and for the 


іш. | Most part the result of trawling, are brought yearly to the metro- 


polis. Legislative assistance, it appears, is required to enable 
cempanies and private persons to oultivate the foreshores 
of bays and estuaries with oysters and mussels—cere ai 
the same time being taken that no publio rights shall 
be infringed. The commissioners are of opinion that а board 
should be appointed to grant leases of the sea bottom to applicantr, 
after proper notice had been given to the public in the vioini'y of 
the locality proposed to be thus dealt with, and an inquiry held on 
the spot, when all those interested might attend and give evidence. 
Oysters have lately been treble the price they were в few years 
ago. This hes been caused partly by over-dredging in order to 
meet the excessive demand, and partly by the failure of epit. The 
attention which has lately been bestowed on the natural history 
of this bivalve has elicited а number of facts which have proved 
extremely interesting and useful to those who intend to engage in 
its ocaltivation along our foreshores. Each oyster, when three 
gears old, is capable of emitting, under favourable conditions, one 
million of embryos. Those attach themselves to rough substances, 
М such are near, when they become detached from the parent, 
otherwise they are carried by currents into deep water, where they 
perish. Stones, tiles, fascines, old oyster shells, and the like are 
now deposited on beds in order to attract spat, and there is little 
doubt that the ostrea edu is might, under favourable conditions, be 
produced in countless millions around our coasts,

POLICE COURTS 
MANSION HOUSE 
EraRTLING Олвв оғ Fraup ну A МквснаАвһт —Another of 
those extensive fraude which have of late во startled the commer- 
cial world bas just been brought to light, and is now under investi- 
gstioa by the police of the Ойу of London. Во far as at present 
шлу be prodently stated in reference to this psinful matter, the 
following faots oy Mars relied upon as suthentic:—The firm of 
Pinto, Per:z, and Oo. bas for many years carried on ап extensive 
ровіреве ав merchants in Огоќсћедгтіаге, and it was looked upon as 
ove of very bigh standing, their connexions in this country snd in 
Spain being of а first-class character, and the h'ghest confidence 
was reposed in them. [t would seem that Benbor Pinto, the 
original principal partner, bas for many years retired from the firm, 
and the whole management of the business devolved upon the 
eccond partner іп the firm, Senhor Perez, a Spaniard, who has for 
& creat шару years resided in this country, and who appears to 
have been universally looked upon as person of the highest re- 
speotability, in whom the utmost confidence was reposed in com- 
r.eroial oiroles. This confidence would appear to have been abused 
to в very serious extent. It appears that Senhor Perez took to the 
ba: kers а quantity of bills of lading, and other commercial instru- 
mente, upon which he asked for а large advance of money, and the 
reqaert was at once acceded to. No: the elightest suspicion of course 
was entertained at the time with regard to the genuineness of the 
évouments that were deposited by the delinquent, but it appears 
tust, in consequence of something that transpired, inquiries were 
mace, and it was ascertained that some of the bills of lading so de- 
posited were merely duplicates, and that money had been raised 
upon the actual tecuritios in other quarters. There із no doubt 
that this is not an isolated transaction, for the acoused had made all 
bie arrangements for fight The matter was placed in the hands 
of Mr. Mullens, tbe solicitor to the Bankers’ Association, aud upon 
inquiries being made at the residence of Веріог Perez at Olapham- 
c. mmon, it was found that be bad left, and nothing was known of 
hie whereaboute. He was traced to London, and started өйһег 
from Victoria or London: bridge, acd was subsequently heard of at 
Oalnie, but at that place all trace of bim was lost, and it is believed 
that be has made his way to bis own country.

the City cetective officers—Scrgeaute Henry Webb and George 
Bcott— sere pnt іп requisition, aud by them tne prisoner was taken 
into custody іп Oneapside on Sundsy moruing.

The prisoner exclaimed, “Оп, pray break 
the plates, and let me go!” Оле of the plates is steel, and the other 
is copper. We then took the prisoner to the poltce-s and on 
a farther search we found on him, amongst several other Prussian 
notes, ове for the psyment of 500 thalers. Мг. Mullens said that 
the apprehemsion had so recently been effected, that he had not yet 
had an opportunity of any conversation with Mr. Les, the en- 
graver, and he, therefore, must ask for & remand. Mr. Alderman 
Oarter granted the application, and the prisoner was remanded ao- 
cordingly.

MAP. geve plaintiff notice to quit, and as soon as it was convepi-nt 

e left. 

The plaintiff was called, and deposed to the correctness of the 
statemeot which had been made of the faots of hi» osse. 

In orots examination he said that on leaving he did not pay Mrs. 
Presoott any money, but gave her в promissory note for £11 for 
rent due. He did not know whether his butcher end baker wera 
left unpaid. He had means to pay; he had earned £300 or £400 
by his profession daring thet year if he bad been paid. He lott 
lodgings in Northumberiand-place owing 803. for rent. He gave а 
cheque for £3, and asked for the diffsrevoa. The cheque was 
returned, because there were not sufficient fands to meet it, but he 
believed that it was not presented until two months after it was 
drawn. He gave Таян ез, a grocer, а cheque for £5 which wes 
dishonoured, but Thwaites bad a bill for £100 as security for the 
pu of the оһеалө. The bill was one he had from an cflier in 

er Majesty's servioe whem he met when he (winess) vas in 
Lawes Gaol for debt, in 1864.

The soceplor was 
a gentlemen of property who bai been locked up in Lewes Gaol 
for £300 for coste by a person named Oldrieve, who hed been ole. К 
to witnese’s father. Witness wae bankrup: in 1862 when he owed 
£1,000, whioh his father promised to рау. He had au income о! 
£1,000 а year to meet hie liabilities. Нә could not say if Мг. Oom- 
missioner Holroyd declared that lookiog at wiiness’s conduct be- 
fore and after his bankruptcy he could not consent to give him an 
absolute discharge, but that he would order him to pay £50 в year 
until all his debis were paid.
